We 
may differ as we will about matters of 
domestic policy, but in the presence 
of the foreign 
menace, 
which iRI­ 
ST erlls so many phases of our pros 
perky, our honor and even our life, 
there should be no partisanship. 
The first week of the war brought

complete 
unanimity 
at 
Washington as at London, Paris or 
Berlin. Statesmen of all parties com 
Lined in the enactment of emergency 
measures. Finance, commerce and in­ 
dustry had been 
swept 
from their 
moorings. New questions of national 
policy were raised. They were 
met 
piomptlv and 
decided regardless af 
faction. In the 
future 
handling 
of 
war 
problems 
partisanship 
shout I 
likewise be subordinated to enlight­ 
ened patriotism. 
This same duty devolves upon ev­ 
ery man or institution that has to 
do with public opinion. 
Newspapers 
particularly owe it to the community 
to deal with war matters in a broad, 
liberal spirit. 
It will be time 
enough 
to 
take 
tetoek of the war and assign political 
credit or blame when 
the 
war is 
Over. In the meantime it would he 
absurd to draw party lines 
on war 
policies. Our political platforms nev­ 
er contemplated this conflict. In fac­ 
ing its dangers we are no more fac­ 
tional than soldiers on the firing line. 
We are not democrats or republicans

socialists, but 
fere simply Americans.

masses. 
Despite his years, he never 
ceased hard work since his nominal 
retirement from active service, liv­ 
ing an abstemious life that he might* 
preserve his strength for his coun­ 
try. 
Lord Roberts often in conversation 
during the last few years expressed 
the belief that Germany was plan­ 
ning to make wrar on Great Britain 
and preached untiringly the necessity 
for the nation to have men trained in 
the rudiments of military service as 
a preparation against an invasion. 
For more than half a century Eng­ 
land had occasion to take pride in 
the career of Roberts, the soldier. 
It was as “Bobs” that the men of the 
ranks knew him and loved him. 
He 
was born in Caw'npore, India, where 
his father, Sir Abraham Roberts, wTas 
serving, and first achieved fame in 
the Indian service, that in later years 
w’as supplemented and magnified in 
South Africa. He also gathered glory 
in the Afghan w'ar.

the extent i.al christian is quite obtuse; 
and 


that all Christians would aw’ake to a 
proper study of the Bible—to see the 
object of the Divine dealing.? with 
the Jews during the Jewish Age, with 
Christians during the 
Gospel 
Age, 
and with the world during the Millen­ 
nial Age. 
They would see that the 
Scriptures show’ that there is a seed 
time, a sowing time, and a harvest, a 
reaping time, with each age, which 
when 
it 
has 
served 
its 
purpose 
passes away, giving place to another 
Age and a different work. 
In the end of the Jewish Age, for 
instance, there came to that people 
a peculiar sifting and testing, wrhile 
John the Baptist, the last of the Pro­ 
phets, was preaching; namely, a win­ 
nowing of the wheat, a separating of 
the chaff preparatory to the gather­ 
ing of the wheat into the garner of 
the next age, and the permission of 
trouble to come upon the chaff class, 
w’hich utterly detroyed them as a na­ 
tion. 
Similarly, in one of His parables 
(Matthew’ 12:24, 37), our Lord tells 
us that in the end of the Gospel Age 
there will be a separation of wheat 
from tares, the former being gath­ 
ered into the glorious kingdom for 
which we pray, “Thy Kingdom come,” 
and the latter being consumed as 
tares, though not as individuals. The 
destruction of a tare, 
an 
imitation 
Christian, will signify that the person 
thus posing as a Christian, drawing 
night unto Cod with his lips while his 
heart is far from Him, will cease to 
make such profession. 
Thenceforth 
the true church will be recognized in 
its peculiar position 
as 
“the 
very 
Elect” of God, a Little Flock who fol­ 
low in the footsteps of the Master, 
gladly sacrificing 
earthly 
interests 
for the attainm ent of Heavenly ones. 
Thereafter, 
as 
the parable shows, 
these will shine forth as the sun in 
the kingdom for the blessing of all 
the families of the earth, including 
the tare class, who will be no longer 
deceived or deceivers in respect to 
their true position, but be privileged 
with the remainder of mankind to 
come into full harmony with God. 
“ In the Evil Day.” 
We have not the necessary time 
today to examine the various Scrip­ 
tural evidences which indicate that 
we are now living in this particular 
period. 
Many 
of 
you 
have 
our 
Studies in the Scriptures, in which 
this subject is fully presented. 
We 
must content ourselves at this time 
by pointing to some of the outward 
demonstrations that we are in the 
time which the Apostle designates 
“the evil day.” 
Throughout the Scriptures this pe­ 
riod is most dramatically set forth as 
a tim e of thorough testing, a time in 
which the separation of wheat from 
tares will be most absolutely accom­ 
plished, so that not 
one 
grain 
of 
wheat will be lost or one grain of 
tare preserved with the wheat. 
It 
seems difficult for the m ajority of 
people to think that they should be 
in the m idst of fulfillments of pro­ 
phecy. 
If we were telling that these 
things would take place within a 
century or within a thousand years, 
many would be more ready to inves­ 
tigate and to acknowledge the force 
of the arguments. 
But, familiar with 
the conditions, the trials, the per­ 
plexities of our day, many shut the 
eyes of understanding to the very re­ 
markable condition of affairs iii the 
world. 
As St. Peter predicted, many in 
our day are suggesting that all things 
will continue as they have been from 
the beginning of 
the 
w*orld. 
The 
Apostle also declares that this class 
are 
willingly 
ignorant 
(II 
Peter 
3:3-5). 
Indeed, the majority do not 
desire knowledge. 
Imbued with the 
spirit of the world they desire mon­ 
ey, pleasure or fame. 
To say the 
least, 
the 
majority 
of 
professing 
Christians are careless, indifferent to 
what the Lord has caused to be writ­ 
ten for their admonition, encourage­ 
ment and assistance in this evil day. 
Such are not of “the very elect.” 
Jhe latter, as St. Paul shows, will 


Mark our Lord’s decoration that 
the trial of our day w’ould be so crit­ 
ical, so crucial, that it would deceive 
if possible “the very elect.” (Matthew’ 
24:24.) 
But this will not be possible; 
for the Lord has promised them as­ 
sistance, and they will be in the at­ 
titude of heart and mind to seek that 
assistance and use it. 
Mark bow the 
Lord through the Prophet David fore­ 
told the special trials of this time, 
picturing the various devices of Sa­ 
tan—Spiritism, 
Higher 
Criticism, 
Christian Science, Evolution, etc.—as 
pestilences and arrow's. 
He tells us 
that a thousand shall fall at our side, 
yea, ten thousand at our right hand— 
amongst those whom 
W’e 
consider 
most favored and, in some respects, 
at least, as our friends in the Lord. 
Then the reason is given why the 
very Elect will not fall under these 
pestilences and arrows, namely, “Be­ 
cause thou has made the Lord, even 
the Most High, thy refuge and thy 
habitation, no plague shall come nigh 
thy dwelling.” 
W hat to others will 
be a stone of stumbling will to this 
class be an assistance, in that they 
w ill climb upon it to still higher per­ 
sonal 
development 
and 
character- 
likeness to the Lord. All things must 
work together for good to these be­ 
cause they love God truly, sincerely, 
above self or any other creature, and 
because of their faithfulness to their 
covenant of consecration to him.— 
Psalm 91. 
A Divinely Provided Armament. 
Note again that our text applies to 
the Harvest of the Gospel Age, which 
it calls an evil day—a day of trials, 
testings, etc., upon the Lord’? people 
for the development of those w’ho 
love the Lord with all their heart, 
sould, mind and strength, and their 
neigbors as themselves, and for the 
demonstrating also of those who have 
been only lukewarm in their love of 
the Lord and of the brethren, those 
who have been overcharged with the 
cares of this life or with the deceitful­ 
ness of riches, and so overtaken. 
Much in harmony with Palm 91, 
our text indicates a need for the or- 
mor of God, a difficulty in withstand­ 
ing the assaults of this evil day, and 
the fewness of those who will event­ 
ually stand. 
The Apostle’s exhorta­ 
tion is that we take the whole armor 
—not merely the shield of faith, not 
merely the helmet of salvation, not 
merely the breastplate of righteous­ 
ness, not merely the Sw’ord of the 
Spirit, not merely 
the 
sandals 
of 
preparation, not merely the girdle of 
Truth, but all of these. 
We shall 
need all of these if we would be able 
to withstand all the assaults to be ex­ 
pected in this day. 
Alas, how’ few’ seem to realize the 
importance of this armor which God 
has commended! 
Their difficulty is 
the result of not knowing the time 
in which they are living, not being 
sufficiently awake, not being suffi­ 
ciently zealous to search the Scrip­ 
tures and to put on the armament 
therein provided alone. 
Why God Will Permit It. 
St. Paul, writing to the Thessalo­ 
nians, foretold this evil day in which 
we are living and in which so many 
v ill fail because overcharged 
with 
the cares of this life and the deceit­ 
fulness of earthly riches. 
He tells 
us that the trials 
of 
our 
day will 
come from the great adversary, not 


permitted in this evil day. 
This is 
tecause now’ He especially desires to 
use these 
errors 
to 
accomplish a 
testing, 
sifting, 
separating 
w*ork 
among His professed people, in or­ 
der that the improper faiths may be 
manifested and 
may 
be destroyed 
that the true faith 
may 
shine the 
more brightly, 
and 
that ultimately 
the professors of that faith may be 
glorified with their Redeemer in His 
Messianic kingdom. 
Let Each Examine Himself. 
In view’ of the apostle’s w’ords re­ 
specting the love of the 
truth, 
it 
behooves each one to examine him­ 
self to determine w’hether he loves 
and serves a creed of the dark ages 
cr a denomination and creed of mod­ 
ern times, or whether his 
love and 
devotion are simply to the truth pre­ 
sented to us in the Divine Word. We 
may deceive others, 
and 
we 
may 
even to some 
extent 
deceive 
our­ 
selves; for, as the prophet declares, 
the 
heart 
is 
exceedingly deceitful. 
But we can not deceive God. 
If in the 
Lord’s 
Providence 
the 
truth comes to us, and wre get some 
glimpse of its 
beauty 
in contrast 
with the hopelessness 
of 
error, a 
test is upon us. If w’e reject the truth 
because of its unpopularity and hold 
to the abominable error because of 
its popularity, we are thereby tested. 
On the other hand, if w’e receive the 
truth and rejoice in it, but because 
of its unpopularity w’e hide the light 
under a bushel, concealing 
it in or­ 
der thus to shield ourselves from the 
opposition of darkness, 
wre 
may be 
sure that our action 
will 
be dis­ 
pleasing to the Lord, 
w’ho seeketh 
not such to be His elect. He puts His 
Word on a parity with himself, say­ 
ing, “He that is ashamed of Me and 
My Word, of him will I be ashamed 
‘when I come in the glory of my king­ 
dom.” 
This is wrhat St. 
Paul 
refers to 
when he speaks of those who receiv­ 
ed not the truth for the love of it. 
Whoever receives the truth for the 
love of it will to the best of his abili­ 
ty and judgment show it to others at 
whatever the cost may be. Thus he 
w ill be proving himself to be a child 
of light, a child of God, and he will 
be saved. But whoever seeks to save 
his life—to save earthly interests by 
hiding the light 
or. failing 
to ack­ 
nowledge it publicly, will surely find 
his course injurious to himself. 
Like the Hypocrites of Old. 
We have already pointed out that 
the Scriptures liken the influences at 
work in our day to undermining faith, 
consuming it, destroying it, to a pes­ 
tilence which is 
in 
the 
very air, 
and which lays hold upon all 
whose 
systems are in condition to be inocu­ 
lated with the poison. I must elabo­ 
rate this point, for 
the 
evil 
influ­ 
ences with w’hich w’e are surrounded 
are so subtle, so deceptive, 
so all- 
pervading, that the majority do not 
recognize them. Let us look the mat­ 
ter squarely in the face. It is neces­ 
sary for the Lord's 
true 
people to 
know* the facts. As for others, they 
are so stupidly’ asleep, so thoroughly 
intoxicated with the wine of Babylon 
(Rev. 18) that we have no hope of 
arousing them. 
Ever since this 
evil day began— 
forty years ago—this pestilence 
has 
been going forth. 
Today every col­ 
lege, 
every 
theological 
seminary 
throughout the 
civilized 
world, 
is 
teaching what is know’n 
as 
higher 
criticism, although the proper name 
for it would be higher infidelity—in­ 
fidelity amongst the high ones of all 
christendom. 
These 
higher critics 


many’ of the true christians, 
as the 
apostle explains, are merely “babes 
in Christ,” unable to use the strong 
meat of the "Word. (Heb. 5:12-14). 
Christianity is not merely 
an ac­ 
ceptance of the fact that Christ was 
lorn and that Christ died, nor is it 
an acceptance of merely 
the moral 
teachings of Jesus. 
Christianity 
is 


kind are sinners, that Christ died for 
our sins and rose again on the third 
day for our justification, that through 
Him we have 
redemption 
and 
for­ 
giveness of sins through faith in His 
•blood. W hoever has lost his faith in 
Jesus’ blood has lost his relationship 
to true christianity; and the sooner 
he and all mankind know’ it the bet­ 
ter for all concerned. "Whoever does 
net believe 
in 
Christ’s atonement 
work is not a christian. As many- of 
’you are aw’are, 
I 
have devoted an

Thorough Cooking Will Render U 
spected Meat From the Local 
Slaughter Houses Safe 
Beyond Question. 


Washington, D. C\, Nov. 20.—Ac­ 


cording to the specialists of the de-* 


partment of agriculture people even in 
states quarantined for the foot-and- 


moulh disease need have no fear of 


eating meat, provided they cook it 
thoroughly. 


The foot-and-mouth disease is not 
easily communicated to human beings 
through food, althougn milk from a 
diseased cow might transmit the dis­ 
ease to a human being, 
In the case 
of milk, however, pasteurization will 
render it entirely safe. 
Human be­ 
ings who do get the disease commonly 
get it from direct contact with a sick 
animal. 
It is wisest, therefore, for people 
to keep away from all animals having 
the disease, unless they are properly 
provided with rubber gloves, coats and 
boots, and these are thoroughly disin­ 
fected after each visit to the animals. 
Id the case of meat, as in the case 
of milk, it must be remembered that 
all herds winch actually show the dis­ 
ease are quarantined, and neither 
milk nor meat from the sick animals 
can be sold. 
Sixty per cent of the meat used in 
this country is produced in the nearly 
POO federally inspected slaughtering 
md packing establishments located in 
240 cities. 
In these establishments 
no animal is slaughtered until it has 
passed an ante-mortem inspection, and 
also a most rigid post-mortem inspec- 
ion by a veterinarian 
at 
time 
of 
slaughter. 
After slaughter its 
meat cannot 
leave the establishment until it has 
men carefully examined and stamped 
'knifed Stales. 
Inspected and Pass­ 
ed.” 
In all these establishments no 
tnimal showing any symptoms what­ 
ever of foot-and-mouth disease is al­ 
lowed to go to slaughter, and no meat 
which, 
on 
post-mortem 
inspection, 
shows any suspicious symptoms of 
his complaint can be shipped out of 
the establishment. 
All meat suspected of coming from 
in animal suffering with this com­ 
plaint is sent under government seal, 
lo the tanks to be rendered into fer­ 
tilizer 
The federal inspection stamp 
Dn meat, therefore, means that it is 
rn ti rely safe. 
The federal government, however, 
has no jurisdiction over local slaugh­ 
ter nouses which do not ship meat 
outside of the state in which it is 
slaughtered. 
If, however, meat from 
such an animal did escape from one of 
these local slaughter bouses, which 
ire purely under state or municipal 
control, all danger of its communicat­ 
ing the disease to human beings would 
be 
removed when it is thoroughly 
cooked and sterilized. Those who are 
located near an infected, region and 
wish to be absolutely certain of the 
safety of their meat should cook it 
thoroughly. 
T ho disease when contracted 
by 
adults is not at all a serious illness. 
It commonly takes the form of slight 
fever sores in the mouth and a slight 
eruption on the fingers. 
In the case 
of small or sickly children, it may 
take a more serious form, especially 
if complicated by other ilnesses.

APPLIES TO THE ENTIRE COUNTRY 


Only Cause for Complaint Is Coarser 


Quality 
of 
Bread 
to 
Which 


the 
Bakers Are Confined 


by the Government. 


Paris. Nov. 20 —Attention has al­ 


ready been called to the fact that 


Paris was never so well nor so cheap­ 


ly fed as since the war began. This 


situation continues and applies to the 
entire country, excepting the unfor­ 
tunate regions that have been rav­ 
aged by the occupation of the hostile 
troops. 
Paris suffers in this respect from 
only one thing; its delicate laste is 
rebellious to the coarser quality of 
bread to which bakers were confined 
by government order, and are pray­ 
ing that the bakers be permitted to 
furnish 
the “pain 
de fantasie,” as 
they call the finer qualities of French 
bread. 
The limitation of baking to this 
one coarser quality was intended to 
so simplify the work of the bakers as 
to remdey the difficulty caused by 
the exodus of so many of their em­ 
ployes to the front. 
Some 
of the 
higher classes of 
bakers, which in Paris come under 
the category of pastry cooks, con* 
tin vie to make the “croissant,” which 
constitutes the principal part of the 
Parisian’s breakfast, but for the pop­ 
ulation 
in 
general 
there 
are 
no 
“croissants,” no cakes or cookies of 
any sort, and they are obliged to take 
common bread with their coffee in 
the morning. 
Formerly considerable quantities of 
Viennese bread called “pain Vennois** 
were consumed in Paris, though in 
most cases it was not “made in Vi­ 
enna.” 
It has 
been 
proposed to 
change 
the name 
of this bread Mo 
“pain Liegeois,” at the same time 
honoring the heroic Belgian town and 
getting rid of a name that is no long­ 
er popular in Paris.

(S tudent.) 
Answer.—Geologists tell us that there 
are distinct traces of great forces of 
Nature iii the form of rushing water, 
glaciers, or huge icebergs having cut 
deep ravines in mountains and hills of 
America and N. IV. Europe. 
Huge 
boulders, too, are found perched in iso­ 
lated positions, far from their parent 
rooks. The plains of S. E. Europe and 
West Asia are, on the other hand, cov­ 
ered with heavy deposits of alluvial 
soil. In Lake Baikal and the Caspian, 
both inland waters, are seals of the 
same species as found in the Arctic. 
Iii Siberia bodies of .animals—mam­ 
moth, elephant, deer—have been found 
embedded in ice, with undigested veg­ 
etable food in their stomachs. 
This 
proves (I) that at one time the climate 
was temperate, if not even tropical; (2) 
that a slidden deluge of Avater overtook 
these animals; (3) that this was accom­ 
panied with a sudden fall in tempera­ 
ture.

perature of tile water vapor previously 
surrounding the earth gradually fell 
till it reached the condensation point 
Th6n, as students of physics know, the 
canopy would suddenly fall as a mighty 
deluge.
